"Until  now  wa  have  refrained  from 
contradietlnv  many  of  the  alleged  offi- 
cial Kngllah  aaaertlona  regarding  the 
Oorman  looaea. 

"Tbo  latoat  aaoartlon,  again  and  again 
repeated.  Is  thi^t  tba  Oonaaa  float  lost 
no  less  than  two  veasela  of  the  Kaiser 
claaa.  the  Weatfblen.  two  battlo^urulaers, 
four  small  cruisers  snd  a  great  number 
of  torpedo  boat  destroyers. 

••Moreover,  the  Brltiab  Indicate  that 
tba  Pommora.  wbleh  ta  reported  lost,  ta 
not  the  ablp  of  the  Him  of  11.000  toaa 
constructed  In  the  year  ItOB,  but  a  mod- 
em dreadnought  of  the  same  name. 
We  stated  that  the  total  loasaa  of  the 
German  high  seas  forcee  during  the  bat- 
tle of  May  tl-June  1,  are:  Ona  battle- 
cruiser,  one  ablp  of  the  line,  of  older 
oenatructlon,  four  small  cruisers  and 
flva  torpedo  boata. 


"The  gallant  action  of  tba  commander 
of  a  daatroyar  la  one  of  the  most  strik- 
ing Incidents  In  the  battle,  which 
abounded  in  extraordinary  feats.  Tbla 
destroyer,  fifth  In  line,  saw  bar  four  file 
leadera.  one  by  one  put  out  of  action, 
but  kept  ahead  without  swerving  and 
got  all  her  torpedoea  home.  She  than 
discovered  a  great  Oerman  battleship 
looming  out  of  tho  mist  so  close  that 
when  the  enemy  flred  his  big  guns  their 
blast  blew  over  the  funnels  and  maata 
of  the  little  warship.  She  eacaped  with- 
out further  damage. 

"Another  marvellous  eaoape  of  one  of 
our  destroyers  was  discovered  when  a 
stoker  reported  himself  wounded.  But 
as  no  shell  had  struck  the  ship  the  com- 
mander declined  to  believe  the  man.  He. 
however,  reported  blroaalf  agfln  the 
next  morning  ai  a  i^ualty,  and  ahowed 
th«  oommaaAor  a'  iX-la«h  aaoaflitjlad 
^i;aiactne  wtaleb  b<^  df^nMl  ttaroo^ 
the  imtehwar  into  fna  hcM. 

"A  almtUtt-  indddnt  ocearrad  aboard 
the  battli-ofutaar  Uon.  whora  two 
Junior  offloirb  fr«nl  tba  flibtlng  top  aaw 
an  unexplodad  It-lpob  proJoetUa  lylnv 
on  tha  docit  In  aOma  burning  dabrta. 
Theae  officers  ran  to  the  flro  and  ekUn- 
gulahad  It.  Jind  threw  the  projectile  ovor- 
board.  

"I  was  surprised  on  my  return  here, 
when  I  saw  for  tba  flrat  time  the  flrst 
German  offlelal  admlaalon  of  casualties 
and  personnel,  which  'show  from  tho 
numbers  known  to  have  been  engaged, 
that  the  loaaes  of  Oermas  ships  must 
have  been  greatar  than  our  estimate. 

'K>ur  offlcera  admit  that  the  German 
gunnery  waa  good,  but  say  It  waa  not  aa 
destructive  as  ours.  At  flrst  the  light 
was  much  In  their  favor,  but  toward  the 
end  our  manoeuvring  changed  this.  The 
result  was.  In  the  general  oPlnlon  of  the 
officers  and  men  of  our  ships  which  were 
dngaged  In  the  action,  that  the  Oerman 
fleet  received  such  a  strafing  that  it  la 
not  likely  to  make  sea  for  six  months." 


Repulse  Many  Fierce  Attacks 
in  Eastern  Trentino  Posi- 
tions and  Gain  Further 
Ground   at  Western   Side, 


KOmSs,  June  8.— Tha  following  of- 
tlctal  communlcati^  was  Issued  today: 

"In  the  Upper  Valtellna  (northwest of 
I'ront),  our  Alpine  troops  have  extend- 
ed their  captured  ground  on  the  Ortftr 
Alpa  by  occupying  the^  passes  of  Cam- 
oaol,  altitude  »,l»>  metres;  Volontart. 
:,9i»  metres;  Ortlcr,  3,369  metres,  and 
the  hostel  of  Uoohjoch.  S,t30  metrea 

"In  the  Chieao  valley,  the  enemy  at- 
tacked our  post  at  Scorsade,  above 
i.»aone.  W^  counter-attacked  and  dis- 
persed  the  attackers. 

"In  the  Adlge  valley  there  was  an  ar- 
UUery  duet  The  enemy  yesterday, 
with  heavy  guns,  bombarded .  dur  poai- 
ttaao  o^KI* ^[J|te  Gameraa.  and  «a-«»> 
subl6.^ir"*OTBSftr/*dlspers«d  ehemy 
concentratlona  north  of  Marco.  In  the 
Langarina  valley,  and  Vatara,  and  also 
affectively  ahalled  enemy  batteries  at 
Poaaacchio. 

On  the  Poalna-Astlco  front  there  waa 
intermittent  artillery  .activity.  On  the 
plateau  of  Betta  Communl  and  DacCom- 
inunl,  a  l>attta  la  raring  along  the 
whole  front.  On  the  evening  of  the 
Kth,  aftar  Intense  artillery  preparation, 
the  enemy  repeatedly  attacked  our  posi- 
tions soi\thwest  and  south  of  Aalago. 
The  engagement  continued  throughout 
the  night  and  ended  In  the  morlng  with 
tbo  defeat  of  the  attacklg  columns. 

"Yesterday  afternoon  the  enemy  re- 
newed his  violent  efforts  agalnat  t^e 
centre  and  right  wing  of  our  line,  fol- 
lowing hia  customary  bombardment. 
Thick  massee  of  Infantry  were  repeat- 
edly hurled  to  attack  our  positions  I 
wiuth  of  Astago  and  east  of  the  Oampo 
Mulo  valley,  but  every  time  they  were 
repuiaed.  with  enormous  lok^s." 


Ho  fired  away  at  the  advancing  enen.y 
until  they  were  on  him.  Then  he  used 
the  bayonet  Finally,  bta  weapon  d»a- 
carded,  he  went  at  the  enemy  with  hla 
fists  and  fell  fighting.  A  aurvlvor 
told  the  story  to  the  eyo-wltnesa. 

Capt  Nlven,  of  London.  Ont.  alao  of 
the  Ird  Division,  was  wounded  In  the 
first  attack  on  Friday  night  Ha  nad 
Ma  wounda  dreased  at  the  field  dreaa- 
iBg  station.  Next  day  he  returned  to 
the  fight  Again  he  waa  wounded,  and 
again  be  was  fixed  up  at  tba  dressing 
gitatlon.  He  instated  on  retumln«  to 
[the  Tighting  line  next  day,  but  tba  Com- 
manding officer  ordered  blm  to  hos- 
pital, where  he  now  la.  Capt  Nlven 
waa  wounded  twice  before  in  previoua 
engagements  with  the  Princess  Pata. 

It  la  probable  that  the  heavy  gapa 
lu  the  ranks  of  tba  Canadtana  already 
have  boon  filled  by  drafta  from  the 
Canadlana  now   In   Engtand. 

Tho  Fourth  Dlvlalon  Is  expected  to 
go  to  tha  front  In  tbo  near  future.

Repi^sentatives  of  Republicans 
and  Progressives  Are  Seek- 
ing Means  of  Settling  Dif- 
ferences Over  nominations. 


The  flrat  reference  In  the  Oeneral  Aa- 
aembly to  the  church  union  Question  oc- 
curred in  the  afternoon,  when  Rev.  Dr. 
John  Somerrttie.  one  of  the  two  eieris 
of  the  Aaaembly.  presented  a  statement 
of  hia  opinion  reggrding  the  vote  of  the 
Preabyteriana  on  thia  aubject.  ^.It  ap- 
pears that  during  the  paat  Winter,  all 
the  Prcabyterles,  71  In  number,  were 
aaked  to  record  their  decisions  on  this 
iswue.  There  now  seems  to  be  consider- 
able difference  of  opinion  regarding  the 
vote  trhtch  these  preabyteriea  did  cast. 
The  union  committee  reporte  that  the 
vote  waa  40  to  II  In  favor  of  union, 
with  three  ties,  five  presbyteries  In 
which  the  vote  waa  void  on  account  of 
Irreculavltlea  la  the  voUng,  and  two 
doubtful. 

Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Campbell,  on  the 
other  hand,  who  is  a  leader  of  those 
against  union,  algnad  a  atatement  aa 
clerk  of  the  Aaaembly,  cerUfyIng  that 
fewer  than'  >•  preabyteriea  voted  in 
favor  of  union,  which,  if  true,  would 
mean  tbst  the  cauae  of  union  waa  lost. 
Rev.  Dr.  BomervlUe,  the  other  clerk 
of  the  Aaaembly,  in  preaenting  a  apeclal 
report  on  remite  to  presbyteries,  stated 
that  after  canvassing  the  returns  on 
church  union,  he  found  that  41  presby- 
teries out  of  the  76  had  voted  for  union, 
beyond  all  doubt,  and  that  eight  othera 
had  aent  In  returna  which  were  not  aV>- 
aolutely  cojifect  In  point  of  law,  but 
which  wepre  unmlatakably  favorable  to 
union..  Five  preabyteriea,  he  aaid,  did 
not  vote,  five  allowed  absent  members 
to  vote,  which  la  contrary  to  the  rtile. 
In  two  cSaes,  it  appeared  to  be  doubt- 
ful what  the  preabytery  meant,  and  la 
three  cases  there  was  a  tie.  This  gen- 
eral matter  waa  retered  to  a  apeclal 
committee  to  be  named  by  the  Mod- 
erator, who  >rlll  report  on  the  vote  of 
the  presbyteries. 

J.  K.  Macdonatd,  of  Toronto,  Atade  a 
report  on  a  apeclal  matter  from  tha 
board  of  truateea  of  the  Assembly.  The 
trusteg  have  In  theilr  care  all  the  gen- 
eral funda  of  the  Church  held  for  In- 
veatment.  For  many  years,  it  haa 
been  the  cuatom  of  the  treasurer  of  tha 
Church  to  make  uae  of  a  certain  por- 
ilon  of  theae  funds,  in  order  to  finance 
the  organisation  throughout  the  year, 
paying  back  the  borrowings  at  the  close 
of.  the  year,  when  the  money  from  the 
oongregaUona  comes  In.  Owing  to  the 
depression  which  began  at  the  close  of 
1912,  the  treasurer  In  recent  years  haa 
been  unable  to  repay  fheae  borrowings, 
which  now  total  flOO.OOO.  The  truateea 
consequently-  appealed  to  the  Aaaembly 
for  some  directions  in  the  matter,  aa 
they  are  to  aome  extent  liable  under  the 
law.  A  reaolution  waa  passed  freeing 
the  truateea  from  the  poaatblUty  of  any 
personal  liability,  and  arranging  that 
the  truateea  are  to  report  to  the  Aaaem- 
bly each  year  the  exact  ata'te  af  thcae 
borrowinga.

The  reaulla  of  theae  teata 
show  beyond  a  doubt  the  superiority 
of  British  Columbia  Douglas  flr  for 
rallwsy  tie*.  It  waa  found  that  under 
oompraealon  Douglaa  flr  will  etand 
t,MC  lbs.  per  squsre  Inch,  a*  agalnat 
Baltic  timber  of  S.fSO  lb*,  per  square 
Inch.  The  red  eadar  came  third,  atand- 
iag  a  preaaura  of  I.IM  Iba.  per  aquare 
inch.  Aa  Douglaa  flr.  beaidea  being  one 
of  the  atrongaat.  la  alao  aaa  of  the 
moat  durable  of  woods.  Its  value  Is 
likely  to  be  incrpaslngly  recognised  tn 
Oreat  Britain;  I^rgo  akipments  of  flr 
aleepara  have  alreoily  l>een  used  on  Ihe 
railways  In  India,  and  doubtless  before 
very  long  the  products  of  British  Co- 
lumbia's magalfleeot  forests  will  be 
flnding  their  Way  arraaa  tka  Atlantic 
for  the  same  porpoaa.

1  ankhurat.  referring  oa  Wedneaday 
night  to  the  tragic  loas  of  Lord  KUch- 
rnsr;  "It  Is  well  when  great  men  rlaa 
before  the  public  eye  to  become  an- 
ahrined  aa  heroea  ip  the  nation's  heart" 
and  it  1s  well  Indeed,  one  thought  of 
Mre.  Pank hurst  herself,  when  great  wo- 
men, with  all  the  strength  of  spiritual 
vlaion.  ikM  to  ln*plre  and  participate 
In  the  awakening  of  the  nation  to  high 
Ideals  of  sacrifice.  With  the  excep- 
tton.  perhaps,  of  Josephine  Butler— the 
hlotory  of  whose  brave  struggle  for 
nations!  purity  bears  a  striking  resem- 
blance to  tke  hiatory  of  tha  "millUnt" 
agitation — no  public  figure  of  the  age 
haa  met  with  ao  large  a  maaaure  of 
Ltuae  and  mUunderatanding  aa  haa  been 
Leaped  upon  thla  gentle  militant  leader 
who  so  long  has  figured  In  the  public 
mind  aa  a  Maenad  and  Fury.  The 
events  of  the  past  eighteen  months, 
however,  have  done  much  to  clear  the

The  reauit  of  the  coUectiona  of  eaat- 
off  matortol  from  the  homea  of  Vio- 
toria  which  waa  conducted  by  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Rotary  Club  a  week  ago 
laat  Saturday,  waa  announced  at  tbe 
meeting  of  the  club  yeeterday.  The 
amount  of  |47f.lO  waa  turned  over  to 
the  Red  Croaa  Fund  yeeterday  after- 
noon. Tbe  aum  of  |>0,  which  ia  out- 
atandlng  and  idUe  to  the  committee 
for  tbe  aala  of  clean  raga  to  a  print- 
tog  concern,  will,  when  paid,  awell  tbe 
totol  net  proeeeda  of  tha  undertaking 
to  naarly  fltO.  Tha  announcement 
waa  received  with  appUuae  by  the 
maml>ara  of  the  club. 

After  reading  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee. 'Prealdant  Jamee  Hunter  aald 
that  the  city  ofBclaia  who  had  given 
tbelr  hearty  00-operation  in  the  under- 
taking, tbe  auperintendent  of  the  alty 
ecboola  and  the  achoolboya  who  aaatot- 
ad in  the  collectlona  would  be  extended 
tha  thanka  of  tha  club. 

According  to  tbe  atatement,  79  loada 
of  matortol  were  gathered  on  that  day. 
Of  tbia  number,  about  10  loada  had 
been  of  no  value.  The  reaaon  for  thia 
waa  attributed  largely  to  the  fact  that.

Court  of  Revision  Agrees  In 
Cut  on  Assessment  of  Fell 
Estate,  Fort  Street— Other 
Properties  Discussed. 


At  yeatarday  aftamoon'a  aaasion  of 
the  Court  of  Revlalon.  Mr.  Thornton 
Kail  made  an  appeal  for  the  reduction 
of  tha  aaaeaament  of  hia  property  aitu- 
atgd  on  the  oomer  of  Fart  and  Broad 
Htreet  Tbia  la  the  Mock,  a  part  of 
wblch  la  occupied  by  Ihe  firm  of  Mean-a. 
Copas  *  Toung.  He  asserted  that  tba 
aum  of  |l>0,Bt4  waa  an ^aaaaasmant  out 
af  proportion  to  the  earning  value  of 
the  holdlhg,  and  he  thought  that  in  the 
Intereat  of  equUy  and  Justice  the 
court  should  earioualy  conaidar  taia 
petttloa 

About  the  aame  time,  Mr.  F.  B.  Pem> 
barton  made  much  the  aame  raqueat, 
advancing  similar  argumenta.  In  con- 
iieetioa  with  tha  Pomberton  Block,  altu- 
ated  on  the  eppoatte  cornar,  and  aa- 
aeaged  at  |lM,Te». 

The  court,  la  dieouaslng  tba  whol^ 
quaatlon  of  property  values  la  that  lo- 
cality, came  to  the  eonclualon  that  tha 
Kelt  eauta  should  be  placed  at  a  lower 
figure  than  that  on  the  Waa  tern  comer 
of  the  aama  thoroughfares.  TbIa  poal- 
tton  waa  taken  booauaa  the  Pambarton 
iilock,  owing  to  tha  Jog  In  Broad  Straet 
at  that  point,  ^ot  only  la  on  the  tgter> 
acttlon,  but  ovarlooka  the  «nUra  ftagth 
of  Bread  Btr^i.  making  it  a  much  mora 
aoounandmg  alta.  It  waa  decided  that 
tba  dlfffarenoa  might  fairly  bo  placed  at 
9ie,eeo,  and.  therefore  while  the  Fell 
MgUU'a  aaaaaamaot  waa  raduoed  to 
9lll.70«.  that  of  the  Peasbertoa  Satata 
waa  permitted  to  remain  at  912S,Tai. 

Mr.  Pambartan  also  submitted  that 
Uiere  elMuld  be  a  change  In  the  method 
at  aeeeaaing  tba  rembarton  laada  in  tba 
vtatnlty  %f  Oonaalea  Hill.  Ba  matn- 
talnad  that>«beg  abould  be  conglderad 
farm  laade,  aa  that  waa  what  tlwr  ae- 
tuallr  were.  Tba  value  placed  on  them 
new  la  |8.Ma  an  acre.    No  actlaa 


At  the  opeiling  of  the  proceedlnga  of 
tha  apaclal  meeting  of  tha  City  Coun- 
cil, called  laat  evening  to  eonalder  the 
new  tentatlvo  agreement  between  the 
city  and  the  k  *  N.  Railway  Co.,  with 
reapeot  to  their  respective  aharea  In  tha 
construction  of  the  new  Johnson  Straet 
bridge,  the  a^^rlubllUy  of  aaklng  tha 
company  for  arontrlbutlon  of  |liO,eaa 
in  place  of  the  llo.Ota  originally  pro- 
poacd  waa  dlaeuaaed. 

Aid.  Johns  wanted  to  know  wkatlMr 
there  was  any  assurance  that  the  00m- 
pany  would  be  agreeabla  to  tha  in- 
craaaa  of  ita  flnaaclal  aupport  to  tha 
extent  propoaed. 

It  waa  announced  by  Aid.  Todd, 
chairman  of  the  harbor  committee, 
which  body  la  reaponaible  for  the  con- 
templated agreement,  that  no  under- 
atandlng  had  iMfn  reached  with  the 
company. 

Aid.  Dllworth  thought  that  tha  cobn- 
dl  would  be  putting  itself  In  somewhat 
of  an  invldloua  poaltlon  In  asking  that 
tba  a.  A  N.  Railway  Co.'a  contribution 
be  about  doubled  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  It  had  been  agreed  to  accept 
lio.eoo. 

Much  the  same  poaltlon  waa  takaa 
by  Aid.  porter,  who  endoraed  the  prin- 
ciple of  which  Aid.  Dllworth  waa  apoa- 
aor. 

Aid.  Todd  declared  that  there  waa 
no  ground  for  suoh  an  attitude.  The 
ISd.OOe  propoaal  bad  coma  from  the 
company  and  not  from  the  corporation. 
He  ezpresaed  the  opinion  that  the 
Council  had  "toadied"  too  much  to  the 
railway  company. 

Aid.  Cameron,  aa  the  only  other 
member  of  tha  harbor  committee  prea- 
ant, aald  that  ha  waa  not  aatlaflad  with 
what  was  intended.  Ha  auggeated  that 
tha  company  might  be  aaked  for  a  con- 
tribution of  11(0,000,  it  being  pointed 
out  that,  as  far  aa  it  could  be  eatimat- 
ed,  auch  a  aum  would  be  a  fair  pro- 
portion for  it  to  bear  of  the  coat  of 
the  work.  Then,  he  suggested,  if  the 
company  failed  to  aee  Ita  way.  clear 
to  meet  the  city  the  Oovemment  might 
be  approached.  It  could  ba  told  that 
everything  poaalble  had  been  done  by 
tbe  corporation  to  bring  tha  different 
parties  to  an  understanding,  without 
auccaaa,  and  the  request  made  that  it 
uaa  ita  greater  Influence  to  bring  about 
an  amieabla  aatlement  of  the  differ- 
ences. Th«  city  could  undertake,  for 
Ita  part,  either  to  maka  a  caah  contri- 
bution or  to  acpapt  reaponalblllty  for 
a  eubatantlal  Interaet  charge  en  the 
undertaking. 

Aid.  Johna  atatad  that,  even  If  the 
B.  A  N.  Railway  Co.  did  agree  to  the 
9110,000  charge,  the  work  eeuld  not 
be  proceadad  with,  aa  the  Httaans 
would  vote  no  money  for  it  under  the 
existing  condlthma 

Aid.  Walker  thought  that  the  time 
waa  Inoimertune  for  the  Inauguration 
of  aotlve  meaaurea  towards  bringing 
auch  an  enterprlee  to  the  point  of  con- 
atruetion. 

Finally  It  waa  agreod  that  the  9150,- 
000  clause  of  th^  agreement  ahould  ba 
allowed  to  stand  and  that  the  Council 
would  decide  on  Its  future  policy  on 
learning  tha  attitude  of  tiM  railway 
company. 

The  Counell  than  went  Into  aommlt- 
tee  on  the  detalla  of  tbe  document, 
which  Is  of  a  volumlnoua  character.

If  Brltiab  Columbia  would  contribute 
ta  the  eommerctol  eaprenucy  of  Brltiab 
trade  an  tbe  PaeMc  In  tha  future,  the 
time  baa  casne  when  attention  auet  be 
given  aerloualy  to  tbe  development  at 
the  mineral  reaoorcea  of  tbe  Province. 
Tbia  la  the  conviction  ezpreeaad  by 
Mr.  WlltUm  Blafceroora.  apeaklng  be- 
fore the  Rotary  Club  yesterday. 

MatarUl  praaperlty  eraa  taagtbla.  be 
said,  built  upon  an  ideal  of  soasa  kind. 
Proaperity  depended  upon  laduatry.  And 
tba  true  fauadation  af  laduatry  waa 
mining  development.  Agriculture  alone 
had  never  yet  mada  a  oeuntry'  great. 
While  it  nrtght  be  deaignated  aa  tbe 
backbone  of  a  nation,  moat  great  coun- 
trlea  Imported  thrlr  foodattiffa.  while 
they  devoted  themselves  to  tbe  handl- 
crafU  which  provided  the  employment 
for  tbe  people.  Prosperity  in  this 
Pravlnce  could  net  be  aeblevad  tbrouogb 
agricultural'  development,  but  ratker 
through  that  of  Ita  mineral  reaeurea. 

'Analysed,  Industry  for  the  moat  part 
depended  in  one  way  or  another  on  tbe 
production  of  pig  Iron.  Boaroe  a  ataad- 
ard  article  of  the  trade  could  ba  named 
wtbout  aome  aasoeiatlpn  with  tbe  Iran 
Induatry.

Forty  ye^e  ago  Japan  flrst  thought 
of  smelting.  Soma  of  tha  keeneat  of 
bar  aclaatlflc  men  had  then  been  aent 
to  Bngland  to  atudy  proceaaea.  Today 
Japan  waa  a  formidable  manufactur- 
ing nation  and  bad,  ellmbed  to  be  the 
third  naval  power  of  tha  world,  gba 
waa  making  a  Md  for  the  commerce  of 
tbe  Paotae  and  bad  already  awapt 
all  but  Brittah  trade  from  the  aaaa. 
She  waa  working  her  own  coal  and  de- 
veloping her  own  Iron  In  addition  to 
tha  great  reeouree  of  her  neightMr, 
China.  She  bad  no  reaourcea  compar- 
able with   thoae  of  Britiah  Columbia. 

Surely,  aald  Mr.  Blakemora,  we  were 
able  to  take  our  place  In  the  commerce 
of  the  Paclllc.  The  time  had  come  for 
development  an  an  eatenalva  aeala 
Tbe  need  of  population  waa  naw  recog- 
nised aa  the  neeeaaary  adjunct  to  the 
eatabllabment  of  a  proapertty  com- 
menaurate  to  the  enormoua  extent  of 
tba  natural  reaauroe.

iron — There  were  extenalve  areas  of 
Iron  ore  on  the  Island.  How  great 
they  were  had  not  been  ahown  by  the 
present  development.  The  quality  of 
the  ore  was  gt>od,  nearly  equal  to  that 
of  the  very  beet  of  the  mlnea  In  the 
United  States.  Analyala  had  shown 
69.77  per  cent  pure  Iron,  whieh  waa 
high.  Another  feature  waa  the  fact 
that  phoaphorus  was  present  In  very 
small  amount.  A  great  deal  of  Van- 
couver Island  ore  had  been  moot  aue- 
cessfully  trsated  at  the  Irondale 
amelter  to  make  Iron  of  an  exceptional 
quality. 

Llmeatone — Tbe  quality  of  the  llme- 
atona  deposits,  which  wars  alao  es- 
tenalve,  had  been  shown  to  be  of  tbe 
t>est.  Umestone  was  used  for  fluxing 
la  the  smelting  of  Iron  ore.  and  tbe 
local  deposits  proved  ideal  for  that  pur- 
pose. '  They  contained  97  per  cent  cal- 
cium carbonate  and  carried  but  1  per 
cent  of  insoluble  matter. 

Water  Power — Should  the  electrical 
methods  for  the  ameltlng  of  iron  ore 
prove  to  develop  to  auch  an  extent  aa 
to  aupereeda  the  .old  blaat  fumaee 
method,  enormous  undeveloped  horaa- 
powar  waa  .conToniently  available  in 
tha  numeroua  streama  of  the  laland 
for  the  generation  of  electricity. 

The  natural  reaourca  waa  obvloualy 
preeent  in  extenalve  quantltiea.  The 
queetion  then  aeemed  to  be  whether 
pig  Iron  could  be  prt>duoad  here  to  oom- 
vata  with  foreign  producUon.  He 
thought  the  report  of  one  of  Britain'a 
most  eminent  aufhorltlea  vraa  convinc- 
ing In  that  reapect.  Mr.  Oalloway  had 
eatlmated  that,  baaed  on  a  minimum 
wage  of  9>  par  day,  pig  iron  could  ba 
produced  on  Vancouver  laland  fOr  910 
a  ton.  Even  at  a  much  higher  eatimate 
than  that  a  handaome  proflt  could  be 
mada  In  competition  with  foreign  pro- 
duction. He  l>elleved  that  an  Iron  and

aeboolo  could  do  thlo  awrk?  It  In  light 
and  tho  opoa  air  life  would  benefit 
many,  if  not  all.  There  ara  dlfltoultloa 
In  the  way.  Tho  moot  imiR>rtant  of 
thooo  la  traaaportatton.  Wagoo  oould 
not  be  paid  that  would  coyer  tho  uaual 
fare  and  leave  even  a  reasonable  mar- 
gin for  tba  workara.  Then  provialon 
Would  have  to  ,bo  made  for  tho.  care  of 
tbo  young  people  during  their  atay. 
Then  picking  and  packing  fruit  la  not 
aa  almplo  a  matter  aa  many  people  are 
apt  to  think. 

fluoh  obotaolos  ahould^not.  however, 
be  insuperable.  If  there  Jo  a  fmuntifal 
crop  of  fruit,  tf  tho  market  ia  good  and 
if  otudents  in  Victoria  and  in  Vanoou- 
oer  are  roadjt  to  spend  their  holldaya  In 
atrlpptng  tbo  troea  of  their  luocloua 
loads,  aomo  way  ahould  be  <oand  of 
ovarcomlng  tho  dtffleultloa  that  lie  ia 
tha  way.
